the logo and a proposal on how these costs wonld be funded. Require the Department to submit the
proposed logo and plan to the Joint Committee on Finance, under a 14-day passive review process,
and to the governing bodies of each Tribe and Band for approval. Provide that the plan may be
implemented if approved by the Joint Committee on Finance and the governing bodies of the
Wisconsin Indian Tribes and Bands. o
